The 26th at 6 inthe Evening, the Couut 
de Noyelles march’d out of Liege with a Detach- 
ment of his Garrifon, and after a Halt of 2 or 3 
Hours at fome diftance from thence , continued his 
March notwithftanding the Darknefs of the Night 
and a thick Fog, and near Famine joyn’d a 
Body of Troops drawn out of Maeftricht, Vifer, 
Ruremonde, and divers other Places. The 28th be- 
times in the Morning, we march’d to the Enemies 
Liries, between the Villages of Waffege and Meerdorp, 
in number'13500 Men, befides 1000 of the Garri- 
fon of Huy who were advanc’d before us under the 
command of the Baron de Trogne Governor of that 
Place, and had already fore’d the Lines and taken 
Poft in the Churchyard of Waffege, the French who 
guarded it being either taken or put to flight. We 
fell. co.work.. immediately to level the Lines, which 
was done effectually in lefs than Hours from Wai- 
fege to Meerdorp, which is an extent of about a 
League and an half, notwithftanding the Ditch was 
20 foot deep and 24 broad, and the Earth thrown 
up in form of,a Wall proportionably high and thick.
